today here in the Quaker city. I can- 
not now go into details concerning my 
{long silence since I sent my Washing- 


ton letter. My experiences in the past 
fortnight would fill a thick book and 
make extremely interesting reading. 
Sometime I shall elaborate the notes 
which I have jotted down from day to 
day, but I shall be brief this afternoon. 


I expected to be south long before 


this; but for the foul drinking water 
that drips from the fountains in New 
York, I undoubtedly should have been. 
At least, that is what I believe caused 
me to be an unwilling occupant of a 
hospital bed for a number of days, and 
the physician who attended me also as 
enbed my illness to that. 


I was quite a sick youth, but I weath- 


ered it and am now certainly the better 
for it. It was a touch of malarial fever 
that seized me, and now I have no fear 
of suffering from it in the south. I am 
headed once more toward palms and 
palmettoes. 
Although several weeks 


behind the New Hampshire boys, I 
hope to join them in season to see 
some of the hard work. 1 left Ports- 
mouth with the intention of reaching 
Cuba and a little thing like a fever 
shall not lie permitted to balk me.

Washington. June 6.—Naval officers 


shook their heads in negation this morn- 
ing at the stories that were being cir- 
culated to the effect that troops had been 
landed in force at Santiago. They were 
so confident that the reports were prema- 
ture as to warrant the belief that from 
their knowledge of the movements of 
the transports at Tampa and Mobile it 
would not be possible for the troop ships 
to have arrived by this time on the south 
coast of Cuba. 


The Resolute, reported yesterday as 


having been at Nicholas Mole, Hayti, for 
a brief space of time, Is not a troop shi^ 
in the strict sense of the term. She Is a 
marine transport and has on board 800 
marines taken to Key West on the Pan- 
ther. After lying in the harbor for sev- 
eral weeks .suffering from close confine- 
ment on board ship, the men were landed 
and went Into camp near Tampa, where 
they were thoroughly drilled. The Kes- 
olute picked them up about a week ago 
anil started for Admiral Sampson's fleet. 


The marines were not to be used. a.s 


was at first supposed, on board the fight- 
ing ships of the Heel, but wore intended 
to constitute a landing force to support 
the lleot In an attack upon any fortified 
point which it was decided to capture 
and occupy. Now that the plan of cam- 
paign against Santiago is understood to 
contemplate co-operation between the 
fleet under Sampson and United States 
troops under General Shafter. it is be- 
lieved that to prevent confusion in the 
direction of the forces ashore, the ma- 
rine detachment, commanded by lieu- 
tenant Colonel 
Huntington, 
will 
be 


placed under the orders of General Shaf- 
ter to act as part of the regular army for 
the time being. 


The cable cutting ship sent down by 


the signal corps to Santiago to cut the 
cables connecting Cuba with the outside 
world, has not yet completed that work 
for Cii'noral Clreely, who is directly in 
charge of its work, had notice yesterday 
that the cable leading from Guantanamo 
to Hayti was still in operation. This par- 
ticular cable was reported In the press 
dispatches to have been cut, but It Is 
probable it mistake was made, undone 
of the local cables running along the 
Culiiin coast was cut under the impres- 
sion that It was the main line. It is be- 
lieved, however, that this last link that 
remains to connect Madrid and Havana 
will not exist more than a day or two 
11 in per.
